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win votes prompting officials to hold a recall

SANTA ANA CAMPUS - Asso- 
ciated Student Government offi- 
cials held a vote recall last week 
after discovering that poll opera- 
tors at the Santa Ana Campus openly 
campaigned for candidates in the 
original election. 

“Some of the poll operators ad- 
vised voters about who to vote for,” 


ASG president Ignacio Muniz said. 
“Even though we told people not to 
campaign at the tables, some still 
did it.” 

In a few cases, some voters 
were not familiar with the candi- 
dates on the ballots and asked the 
poll operators who they should 
vote for. But in others, voters 
were given unsolicited advice 
about which candidate they should 
vote for, according to student 


election officials. 

“Tt’s really awful. I know that 
most of the candidates put a lot of 
time and effort into last week’s 
campaigning. I need to be studying 
right now instead of being out here 
campaigning again,” said Lissa 
Gunderson, candidate for vice- 
president of the Orange Campus. 

All the voter ballots that were 
collected from the Santa Ana 
campus were never considered in 


the voting. The boxes that the bal- 
lots were in were never opened. 
Instead, they were destroyed im- 
mediately after ASG decided to 
run the re-election last week. 

“We felt that it was not fair to 
count those votes. We decided that 
it was worth it to run the elections 
again and keep our integrity,” Muniz 
said. 

The votes taken at the Orange 
Campus were kept and will be con- 
sidered in the voting, because there 
were no problems reported about 
how the voting was run at that 
campus. 

“T really want to believe that they 
(poll operators) did this on acci-

dent. I don’t think that they were 
trying todo anything wrong,” Gun- 
derson said. 

A few factors may contribute to a 
discrepancy in votes this week as 
compared to last week, said stu- 
dent election officials. 

“The results of the election may 
be different from first week's re- 
sults because it rained on Tuesday 
during the day,” said Maria Trujillo, 
current ASG secretary. There may 
not be as many votes this time as 
there was last time.”

blue Honda to find him sitting nude in the 
drivers seat. 

Officers then told the man to exit the 
vehicle and put on his clothes. Afterward, 
the man was taken into custody and de- 
tained until the Santa Ana Police Depart- 
ment arrived. 

Many students like Eddie Melendez, an 
RSC student who witnessed the event were 
shocked by the man’s actions. 

“I was leaving campus when I saw secu- 
rity pull this guy out of his car. The dude 
was naked, I couldn’t believe it,” he said. 

Shortly after, officer K. Graham of the 
S.A.P.D. arrived and took the suspect away, 
charging him with indecent exposure. 


The following day, the student was sus- 
pended from college for two weeks. 

After suspension, a hearing on the incident 
took place with David Dobos, dean of stu- 
dent affairs, and a psychologist to evaluate 
the student's mental well being. 

“This particular case was sad,” said Dobos. 
“The guy was a mess. He just kept saying 
please help me, please help me. He knew he 
had a serious problem.” 

The student admitted that this was not the 
first incident of this kind. 

“He doesn’t look like the kind of guy to do 
something like this, but his description maiches 
one we got by a witness last fall in a same 
kind of incident,” said Dobos. 

He also explained to Dobos and the psy- 


chologist that these acts were his sex life. He 
explained he knew no other way of express- 
ing his sexuality. : 

“The student really believed that his ac- 
tions were considered normal,” said Dobos. 

According to Dobos there are anywhere 
from 1,000 to 1,500 psychologically dis- 
abled students here at RSC. 

“Many of these psychologicaily disabled 
students come to RSC to take classes that 
they feel will help them recover from any of 
their problems. A large amount of these 
students are still under strict doctors super- 
vision,” said Dobos. 

In an effort to help the student and make 
sure he was no longer on campus, he was 
placed into a treatment center and expelled.

Student Government decided 
to run the re-election differently 
from the first election, to ensure 
that the same thing doesn’t hap- 
pen again.

CHAFFEY COLLEGE- Noted 
Southern California attorney 
Herbert Hafif, in a ceremony held 
at Chaffey College Wednesday, 
donated a combined $200,000 in 
scholarships to RSC and three 
other community colleges. 

For the next two years, RSC, 
along with Mount San Antonio, 
Los Angeles Valley and Chaffey 
Colleges will receive twenty- 
five $1,000 scholarships each. 
The scholarship donation is the 
largest ever given to RSC in its 
78-year history. 

Scholarships will be awarded 
toincoming high school students 
who are seeking a degree in 
vocational education studies. The 
scholarships will be awarded 
based primarily on financial need 
and will be awarded to RSC stu- 
dents prior to the 1994 Fall 
semester. 

“] thought that $1,000 might 
pay for the entire annual cost of 
an education,” said Hafif. “It could 
make a serious difference, and 
might finance a well-paying 
career for a student. We need 


to give non-four-year students a 
lift.” 

Representing RSC at the cere- 
mony to receive the check from 
Mr. Hafif were Chancellor Viv- 
ian Blevins, board of trustees 
President Charles W. “Pete” 
Maddox, RSC Executive Foun- 
dation Director Patti Cole and 
Associated Student Government 
Commissioner for Rules and 
Justice Nate Durdella. 

“] think it was a pleasant sur- 
prise,” said Blevins. “It’s a defi- 
nite windfall for students. I wish 
more people would be like Mr. 
Hafif.” 

Rancho was chosen because it 
has an interesting ethnic mix and 
a tremendous amount of needs, 
according to Hafif. He said he 
owed a lot to Orange County 
because his law practice is there 
and he uses the beaches a lot. 

The idea for the scholarships 
came to Hafif after watching a 
college basketball game one 
Saturday afternoon. They were 
awarding $1,000 scholarships to 
the players of the game. It oc- 
curred to him that the money 
wouldn’t go that far at a large 
university but at the community 


college level it would be a great 
benefit. 

“Normally $1,000 doesn’t 
make a great difference in a 
person’s life,” said Hafif, “but at 
a community college, it can make 
a huge difference. It enables a 
person to attend college and at- 
tain a successful career.” 

Hafif attended Chaffey Com- 
munity College, then in Ontario. 
He earned a scholatship to 
Pomona College where he gradu- 
ated Magna Cum Laude/ Phi Beta 
Kappa in 1953. He moyed on to 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia Law School while still 
working to pay for his living 
expenses as a painting contrac- 
tor. He graduated from USC in 
1956. 

Hafif went to work for a Po- 


mona law firm and within two” 


years opened his own law firm 
in Claremont. The Hafif law firm 
now has 13 lawyers. He funds 
the foundation himself. 

Hafif is considered to be one 
of the most influential attor- 
neys in the United States. He 
was named the National Con- 
sumer Advocate of the Year by 
the National Law Journal.

NEVER ENDING WAILERS -

There must be something about the coid 
weather that makes record executives want to 
hear Caribbean music. Whatever the reason 
may be, the last few frigid months have 
brought on a wave of reggae reissues that are 
sure to keep your blood circulating freely as 
we wrap up what has been, for most of the 
country, a brutal winter season. Here are some 
blood-warming highlights from the current 
release lists: 

“The Never Ending Wailers” is an aptly 
titled reunion album which manages to be both 
a reissue and a collection of new material at 
the same time. Produced and arranged by 
Bunny Wailer (of Bob Marley’s original 
Wailers, which also included the late Peter 
Tosh), this disc consists mostly of old Wailers 
vocal and instrumental tracks beefed up with 
new overdubbed drums, horns and backing 
vocals. An all-star cast including Sly & Robby, 
Bobby Ellis and Tosh’s son Andrew updates 
such classics as “It Hurts to Be Alone,” “Nice 
Time” and “I’m Still Waiting” (rendered here 
as “I’m Still Wailing”). The songs written for 
these sessions (“Coolie Plum Tree” and the 
gratingly predictable “Together Again”) tend 
to be self-indulgent and annoying, but overall 
this is a thrilling disc that resurrects some 
classic early reggae. 

RAS is also keeping up with more modem 
sounds with its release of “Best of the Best 
Volume I,” a nifty compilation of tracks in 
both roots and dancehall styles produced by 
Tappa Zukie. Artists include Sugar Minott, 
Brigadier Jerry (who contributes a red hot 
track titled “Bangarang”), JC Lodge (who 
contributes the regrettably smarmy “Between 


Rarely is a producer compilation as 
consistently fine as this one - this disc 
would make a great introduction to 
reggae for your skeptical roommates 
or family. 

Ice Records, a relatively young 
company headed by pop reggae star 
Eddy Grant and dedicated to the 
promotion of calypso and soca, has 
just begun a reissue series celebrating 
Lord Kitchener, one of the most 
important Calypso singers of all time. 
If volume one in the series (“Klassic 
Kitchener’’) is any indication, these 
will be important and exciting 
documents of Kitchener’s prodigious 
talent. 

The end of 1993 brought a quirky 
delight in the form of “Soldering,” a 
classic example of vintage 1970s 
reggae featuring the strange squeak of 
singer Stanley Beckford. The album’s 
title track was a huge Jamaican hit in 
the mid-70s, and the rest of the LP’s 
original tracks are augmented on the 
CD by the number of dub versions 
and DJ combinations. Beckford’s 
voice is an acquired taste, but every 
reggae fan will find something to love 
on this Heartbeart disc. 

In a similar vein, Heartbeat has also 
just released a collection of both older 
and newer tracks by Leonard Dillon 
and the Ethiopians, another important 
reggae act. Titled “Owner Fe De 
Yard” and produced in cooperation 
with the legendary Clement Dodd 
(whose longstanding relationship with 


The groundbreaking regga' 


Heartbeat has produced some of the finest 
reggae recordings available in this 
country), this disc covers sessions from as 
far back as 1966 to the late 1980s. One 
listen will tell you why Dillon is so highly 
regarded in the reggae community; his 
powerful spiritual and political vision 
comes through loud and clear, even where 
1960s-era recording technology conspires 
to dampen it. Though this collection 
clocks in at under 45 minutes, it’s still 
well worth the money. 

For those with more modem tastes, 
Heartbeat has also reissued Andrew 
Tosh’s “Original Man” debut, a fine 
coming out release for the son of the late 
Peter. This young man has got a lot going 
for him, not least of which is a keen sense 
of how to combine rootswise conscious- 
ness with a more modern sound. 

A few years ago it was possible to find a 
wonderful compilation of dub poets (i.e., 
Jamaican poets who read or chanted their 
writings with a reggae accompaniment) on 
Heartbeat’s “Word Sound ‘Ave Power” 
LP, and a companion dub LP titled “Dub 
Poets Dub” was also available. After years 
of waiting, these have finally been 
combined into one CD (“Word Sound 
‘Ave Power: Dub Poets and Dub” CD HB 
15) and reissued for the digital generation, 
and it is a must-own for anyone who is 
serious about reggae. Mutabaruka, Breeze 
and other lesser-known dub poets all con- 
tribute, and it actually turns out to be the 
unknowns who make the strongest impact: 
Tomlin Ellis’ “Drop It” is a stirring two- 
minute, anti-drug lecture, while “Blood 
Shout,” by Navvie Nabbie is a stereotypi- 
cal but no less galvanizing political rant.

Hail to the chief... 


ast week, America buried former U.S. President Richard Milhous Nixon, perhaps the most 
controversial president of the 20th century. 
Whether or not we use this space to condemn or commend the 37th President of the United 
States of America is not so important an issue as just remembering him. 

Nixon was a man of many sides, some noble, some not. His political ascension via sometimes 
slanderous accusations of Communist sympathy toward political opponents is as significant as his 
landmark visits to China. His revolutionary foreign policies are at least as important as his deception 
of the American people during the Watergate affair. 

For better or for worse, America was slapped out of innocence during the reign of the “Imperial 
President.” Like all newborns, it was painful and we cried. But after we dry the tears, it is not 
appropriate to stonewall all of his accomplishments in the darkness of his mistakes. 

History will record that Nixon was the only president forced to resign. It will record that he sowed 
the seeds which eventually led to the end of the Cold War. It will also show that he was mo. of aleader 
after his resignation than he ever was during his presidency. 

Was this fallen angel of the American political structure trying to redeem himself for his errors, or

of trustees voted to name the new 
business administration building 
after Cesar Chavez. | find it curi- 
ous that other names that were 
submitted for consideration, and 
the people that had submitted 
them, were not included in the 
discussion. Perhaps it was because 
the agenda for the meeting was 
posted on a Friday afternoon, after 
most faculty and students had left 
the campus. As a consequence, 
only the people that would concur 
with the board’s decision had the 
opportunity to participate in the 
process. If that were the only un- 
fair factor, what the board did 
could be construed as question- 
able, ethically speaking. 

But, according to the Brown 
Act, an agenda is to be posted 72 
hours prior to a meeting and 
“shall be posted in a location 
freely accessible to members of 
the public.” 

Posting the agenda in the mail- 
room of a building that is locked 
from noon Friday until 8 a.m. on 
Monday permits approximately 10 
hours of public accessibility. I

RSC reliever Kirk Irvine, who came in 
relief of Martineau in the third, picked up the 
win improving his record to 3-1. The Dons 
upped their conference record to 12-7, 29-9 
overall. If RSC wants to win its fifth 
consecutive OEC title, they'll have to overtake 
firstplace Riverside College with five games 
remaining on the schedule. The Dons trail 
the front-leading Tigers by two games.
